1. SUE POTTER'S PARROT (STATE 275167). PLEASE 
THANK PEG FULTON, ON BEHALF OF SUE, GREGORY AND, 

OF COURSE, ME. 

2. SOLARZ CHOIR PROJECT: WE WILL BE REPORTING ON 
AND ABOUT THE VISIT, WHICH WAS A GOOD ONE, BUT YOU 
SHOULD BE ALERT TO THE POSSIBILITY THAT HE MAY 
RAISE A SPECIFIC PROJECT WITH YOU IMMEDIATELY UPON 
HIS RETURN. IN IASI WE ATTENDED A REHEARSAL OF THE 
JEWISH COMMUNITY'S YOUNG PEOPLE'S CHOIR (OF PERHAPS 
FIFTY) FOR A HANUKKAH PROGRAM OF SONGS IN HEBREW 
AND YIDDISH, AND LISTENING TO THEM IN THOSE CIRCUM- 
STANCES WAS QUITE MOVING FOR BOTH OF US. THE 
CONGRESSMAN HAS THE IDEA OF BRINGING THE CHOIR TO 
THE U.S. FOR A TOUR OF JEWISH COMMUNITIES, AS OF 

POSSIBLE BENEFIT NOT ONLY TO PARTICIPANTS BUT TO ROMANIAN-U.S. 
RELATIONS, AS A DEMONSTRATION OF THE KIND OF AUTHENTIC JEWISH 
CULTURAL LIFE WHICH EXISTS HERE. HE RAISED IT WITH GRAND NATIONAL 
ASSEMBLY PRESIDENT GIOSAN, WHOSE AIDE TOOK CAREFUL NOTES AND 
WILL FOLLOW UP WITH ROSEN, AND WITH THE MFA PEOPLE (DIRECTORATE I 
CHIEF CIUBOTARU WAS SENIOR, BUT U.S. DESK OFFICER RANGHET WAS 
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PRESENT), WHO NODDED. HE WILL BE DISCUSSING IT, AND ESPECIALLY 
ITS FUNDING COMPONENT, WITH JEWISH LEADERS ON HIS RETURN, AND 
DEPENDING ON THE RESULTS I HAVE PROMISED TO RAISE IT WITH THE 
MFA AND CULTURAL COUNCIL. IN THE MEANTIME, HE MAY ALSO WANT 
TO BE IN TOUCH WITH CU ABOUT FUNDING AND SPONSORSHIP POSSIBILITIES; 

I TOLD HIM I THOUGHT THEY WERE SLIM, SINCE MY UNDERSTANDING IS 
WE ENCOURAGE BUT DO NOT SPONSOR SUCH TRIPS (AS IN THE BULANDRA 
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CASE), BUT HE MAY NEED TO HEAR IT FROM THE HOSE'S MOUTH. 

3. NITA CASE (BUCHAREST 8111 AND 8259). I ALSO TALKED BRIEFLY 

TO SOLARZ ABOUT FINDING SUPPORT FOR NITA, OUR NON-DENOMINATIONAL 
CHRISTIAN WITH THE CHILD SUPPORT PROBLEM, AND HE SEEMED MILDLY 
INTERESTED BUT PROPERLY NON-COMMITTAL. SUBSEQUENTLY, NITA HAS VI- 
SITED EMBASSY AGAIN (ON NOVEMBER 17) TO SAY THAT AUTHORITIES HAVE 
REDUCED LUMP SUM REQUIRED IMMEDIATELY FOR CHILD SUPPORT PAYMENTS 
FROM LEI 96,000 TO LEI 48,000 (DOLLARS 4040 RPT 4040). THEY 
STILL DEMAND FULL PAYMENT OF LEI 96,000, BUT BALANCE OF LEI 
48,000 MAY BE PAID MONTHLY AFTER NITA DEPARTS COUNTRY. NITA 
CONFIRMS THAT PAYMENT OF LUMP SUM IS SOLE REMAINING IMPEDIMENT 
TO HIS BEING ISSUED PASSPORT. HE ALSO CLARIFIED HIS RELIGIOUS 
AFFILIATION: HE IS ORTHODOX, BUT ATTENDS ANY CHURCH AVAILABLE, 

HENCE HIS EARLIER SELF-CHARACTERIZATION AS NON-DENOMINATIONAL 
CHRISTIAN. COULD TOLSTOY FOUNDATION BE INTERESTED? 

4. AIR TRANSPORT AGREEMENT. 

-WE'D LIKE TO THANK AND CONGRATULATE SAM ON THE DESPATCH 
WITH WHICH HE PROVIDED US RESPONSE TO OUR 8306 ON THE IMMINENT 
MEETING WITH MFA. 

-THE MEETING TOOK PLACE THURSDAY, NOV 17. THE ROMANIAN SIDE 
HAD ARRANGED THE MEETING TO INFORM US OF THE GOOD RESULTS OF THE 
PANAM-TAROM DISCUSSIONS, AND MORE IMPORTANTLY OF THE GOOD RESULTS IN 
TICKET SALES, GROUND ARRANGEMENTS ET AL. FORTUNATELY, ARMED WITH 
COMMENTS FROM BASSO HERE AND YOUR CABLE, WE WERE ABLE TO RESPOND 
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IN KIND TO THOSE POINTS. HOWEVER, WE WENT ON TO INSIST THAT THE 
NEXT STEP MUST BE A GOR RESPONSE TO OUR LETTER OF JULY. THEY 
RESPONDED IN TWO WAYS: THEY OFFERED TO RESPOND NOW TO OUR 
MARCH LETTER, OR TO AGREE TO THE OPENING OF A WHOLE NEW CORRESPON- 
DENCE ON THE RENEWAL OF THE ATA, BASED IN PART ON THE OUTCOME 
OF THE RECENT INFORMAL EXCHANGES BETWEEN THE COMPANIES AND THE 
SATISFACTORY COMMERCIAL DEVELOPMENTS OF THE LAST FEW MONTHS. 

AFTER SOME FRIENDLY BACK AND FORTH ON THESE POINTS, WE RETURNED 
TO THE CENTRAL SORE SPOT: THE GENERAL SALES AGENT PROVISION. 

WE POINTED OUT THAT THAT SUBJECT, IF DEALT WITH AT ALL BETWEEN 
THE COMPANIES, HAD NOT SO FAR BEEN SATISFACTORILY RESOLVED. WE 
CONTINUED TO PERSIST IN OUR NEED FOR AN OFFICIAL GOR RESPONSE 
TO OUR JULY LETTER. THEY FINALLY AGREED IN A FASHION WHICH IN- 
DICATES TO US THAT SUCH A RESPONSE MAY WELL BE FORTHCOMING, BUT 
ONLY AFTER VERY CONSIDERABLE DELAY. 

-IT OCCURS TO US THAT THE EXCHANGE ON THE ATA HAS BEEN 

RATHER JERKY, MARKED BY NON-RESPONSE FROM THE GOR AND ESCALATING 

DEMARDS ON OUR SIDE. MEANWHILE, PANAM APPEARS TO BE SATISFIED, 

EVEN MOMENTARILY COMPLACENT. TO YOUR KNOWLEDGE, DID PANAM 
IN FACT TALK TO TAROM OR ANY OTHER PART OF THE GOR ABOUT BECOMING 
TAROM'S GENERAL SALES AGENT IN THE U.S.? WERE THERE ANY RESULTS? 

IS IT A POINT THAT NEED BE PRESSED WITHOUT MODIFICATION BY US AT 
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THIS TIME? FRANKLY, THE RECORD FILE HERE ON THE SUBJECT IS AT 
BEST MURKY ON THIS POINT AND ON SOME OTHERS SURROUNDING THE DETER- 
IORATION OF AFFAIRS TO BE POINT THAT REQUIRED THE STRONG LETTER 
OF JULY. 

-WE ARE DISPOSED TO CARRY OUT THE NEGOTIATIONS HERE, AND FEEL IT 
APPROPRIATE TO DO SO, BUT WE WOULD LIKE SOME ASSURANCE THAT WE WILL 
NOT BE ASKED TO NEGOTIATE A POINT WHICH EXPERT NEGOTIATORS MIGHT 
NOT SEE FIT TO PRESS BEYOND A CERTAIN LIMIT, NAMELY THAT OF GSA. 

OUR INCLINATION IS TO ATTEMPT TO WRAP UP NEGOTIATIONS ON THE 
RENEWAL OF THE ATA AS QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE. IT IS THE ONE GAPING 
HOLE, FROM A LEGAL POINT OF VIEW, IN OUR ECONOMIC/COMMERCIAL 
RELATIONS. IT MIGHT BE DESIRABLE TO THINK IN TERMS, FOR INSTANCE, 

OF RENEWAL FOR A LESSER PERIOD OF TIME AND WITHOUT PRESSING FOR 
COMPLETE RECIPROCITY AT THIS TIME. IN FACT, THE GALA PROVISION 
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APPEARS TO REQUIRE SOMETHING MORE THAN RECIPROCITY. 

-WE WOULD APPRECIATE RECEIVING YOUR COMMENTS ON THIS ISSUE TO- 
GETHER WITH ANY ATMOSPHERICS YOU BELIEVE MIGHT BE USEFUL TO US 
IN OUR NEGOTIATIONS. 
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5. IMMIGRATION DILEMMAS (SURMENIAN AND MICULA). FURTHER TO 
NOVEMBER 8 OI (BUCHAREST 8259), SURMENIANS WILL DEPART ROMANIA 
NOVEMBER 23 WITH "VIENNA LETTER," TO BE MET IN VIENNA BY 
THEIR DAUGHTER. HOWEVER, THEIR PROSPECTS OF RELIEF REMAIN 
SLIM, AND THEREFORE REMAIN ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE KINDS OF 
OCCASIONAL BUT TROUBLING DILEMMAS WHICH ARISE IN IMMIGRATION WORK 
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WITH ROMANIA. THERE ARE OTHERS: 

-IN CERTAIN SECURITY ADVISORY OPINION (SAO) CASES WHERE 
JURISDICTION ON DECISION IS ORIGINALLY WITH DEPARTMENT, WHICH 
GRANTS RELIEF, BUT LATER SHIFTS TO ROME BECASUE OF UNAVILABILITY 
OF NON-PREFERENCE NUMBERS, OR CHANGE IN LAW ABOUT MEDICAL DOCTORS, 
OR DEATH OF RELATIVES ABLE TO FILE VISA PETITION, IT HAPPENS 
THAT ROME REFUSES TO GRANT RELIEF EVEN THOUGH CASE PREVIOUSLY 
APPROVED BY DEPARTMENT. HAVING MADE REPRESENTATIONS WHEN APPLICANT 
WAS PREVIOUSLY QUALIFIED, AND HAVING ENCOURAGED APPLICANT TO 
PERSIST IN EFFORTS TO OBTAIN PASSPORT, EMBASSY THEN FINDS 
ITSELF UNABLE TO GIVE HELP BEYOND OFFER OF "VIENNA LETTER." 

PREVIOUSLY QUALIFIED BUT NOW DISQUALIFIED APPLICANT WHO 
HAS BEEN ISSUED PASSPORT IS LIKELY TO HAVE LOST JOB, SOLD 
PROPERTY AT ENORMOUS LOSS, RELINQUISHED HOUSING, INCURRED FULL 
RANGE OF SOCIAL AND POLITICAL OSTRACISMS WHICH ARE LOT OF 
WOULD-BE EMIGRANTS HERE; IN WORST CASE HE OR SHE HAS RELINQUISHED 
CITIZENSHIP ON ASSUMPTION IT IS EASIER TO OBTAIN STATELESS PASS- 
PORT. WHERE (NOW DISQUALIFIED) APPLICANT HAS STATELESS PASSPORT, 
HOWEVER, SIMPLY LEAVING THE COUNTRY BECOMES TENUOUS PROPOSITION, 
BECAUSE DEPARTURE REQUIRES AUSTRIAN OR OTHER THIRD-COUNTRY 
VISA AND THUS BECOMES A MATTER OF VISA SHOPPING, WHICH MAY 
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WELL BE UNSUCCESSFUL. 

-WE HAVE SUCH A CASE PENDING NOW. MIRCEA MICULA, A MEDICAL 
DOCTOR, QUALIFIED IN DECEMBER 1975 AS AN INTENDING IMMIGRANT IN 
THE NON-PREFERENCE CATEGORY. DEPARTMENT APPROVED SAO IN 
FEBRUARY 1976, AND EMBASSY MADE FIVE REPRESENTATIONS ON HIS 
BEHALF BETWEEN MAY AND DECEMBER 1976. IN JANUARY, SUBJECT 
BECAME INELIGIBLE TO APPLY FOR A VISA BECAUSE OF CHANGE IN U.S. 

LAW CONCERNING MEDICAL DOCTORS, AND INELIGIBILITY WAS CONFIRMED 
BY CABLE FROM DEPARTMENT IN MAY. MEANWHILE, UNSUCCESSFUL 
EFFORTS WERE MADE TO SECURE VISA PETITION FROM RELATIVES IN 
THE U.S. IN JUNE, THE MICULAS WERE APPROVED FOR STATELESS PASS- 
PORTS, WHICH THEY RECEIVED IN SEPTEMBER. IN SEPTEMBER WE 
ATTEMPTED TO PROCESS THE FAMILY THROUGH TCP, AND SAO APPROVED 
BY DEPARTMENT, SUPPLEMENTED BY ADDITIONAL INFORMATION, HAS SO 
FAR BEEN REJECTED BY INS ON GROUNDS OF RCP MEMBERSHIP 1969-75. 

MICULAS' ROMANIAN EXIT VISAS WILL EXPIRE DECEMBER 7, AND THEIR 
CONTACTS WITH LOCAL AUTHORITIES INDICATE THAT EXTENSION IS 
QUESTIONABLE. CONTACTS WITH AUSTRIAN AND DANISH EMBASSIES 
NOVEMBER 15 RE VISA FOR THEM MET WITH NO SUCCESS. 

-BOTH THESE CASES HAVE BEEN DEALT WITH IN BILATERAL CHANNELS, 

BETWEEN THE EMBASSY AND INS ROME, AND WE ARE OF COURSE EX- 
QUISITELY AWARE OF INS JURISDICTIONAL SENSITIVITIES ON MATTERS 
LIKE THESE. IN COMPENSATION, WE HAVE HUMANITARIAN SENSITIVITIES 
OF OUR OWN: BOTH THESE FAMILIES ARE NOW OR SOON WILL BE SITTING 
HIGH AND DRY AS A RESULT OF BOTH ROMANIAN AND U.S. BUREAUCRA- 
TICS, WITHOUT REAL PROSPECT OF RELIEF, ONE IN VIENNA AND 
THE OTHER IN BUCHAREST. WE WOULD APPRECIATE IT IF YOU COULD 
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TALK TO BILL RYERSON IN THE VO COORDINATION STAFF— I KNOW HIM 
FROM POZNAN, AND HE HAS GOOD EAST EUROPEAN EXPERIENCE- ABOUT 
WHAT CAN BE DONE TO AVOID SUCH DILEMMAS IN THE FUTURE, AND WHAT, 
IF ANYTHING, COULD BE DONE IN THESE TWO CASES. 

6. PROPOSED REPORT ON ROMANIAN EMIGRATION (STATE 269723). DAVE 
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ROHR'S PROPOSAL IS CLEARLY A VERY SERIOUS AND WELL-THOUGHT- 
THROUGH EFFORT, AND WE CERTAINLY AGREE WITH THE GOAL-PAINTING 
A CURRENT, ACCURATE PICTURE OF ROMANIAN EMIGRATION PERFORMANCE 
WHICH WOULD BE USEFUL IN RESPONDING TO STATUS INQUIRES-, 

ADMIRE THE THOROUGHNESS OF THE APPROACH, AND WANT TO BE IN A 
POSITION TO DO THE JOB. SECONDARILY, SUBMITTING THESE REPORTS 
WILL BE A GOOD INCENTIVE FOR US TO SYSTEMATIZE OUR OWN DATA 
AND INFORMATION AS WE PROCEED. IN OTHER WORDS, WE HAVE NO OB 
JECTION TO QUARTERLY REPORTS ONCE A MANAGEABLE FORMAT IS DECIDED 
ON. THE PROBLEMS, AS WE SEE IT, IS THAT THE PROPOSAL IS OVER- 
AMBITIOUS IN TERMS OF THE KINDS OF DATA WHICH CAN BE DEVELOPED, 

IN THE NATURE OF THINGS; OF OUR PERSONNEL LIMITATIONS; AND 
PERHAPS ALSO OF MEANS AND ENDS, I.E. WE THINK THE KIND OF PIC- 
TURE NEEDED CAN PROBABLY BE PAINTED WITH FEWER STROKES. THE 
BASIC DIFFICULTY IS THAT MANY OF THESE DATA DO NOT COME TO US IN 
SYSTEMATIC ENOUGH FASHION TO BE KEPT CURRENT AND ACCURATE, 

AND NEVER WILL; BEYOND THAT, WITHOUT A MAJOR INPUT OF EXPERIENCED 
TDY CONSULAR PERSONNEL WE COULD NOT HOPE TO GET THE DATA NOW 
EXISTING IN OUR FILES IN SHAPE FOR SUCH A REPORT AND SILL 
MAINTAIN PERFORMANCE ON OUR CONSULAR FUNCTION. 

7. OUR CAPABILIPES, KEYED TO PARAGRAPHS OF PROPOSAL ITSELF, 

ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

-THE GENERAL STATEMENT ON TRENDS, ISSUES, HARASSMENT PROBLEMS 
CAN BE PROVIDED WITHIN A MONTH. 

— (1) BREAKDOWN OF TOTAL NUMBER OF PENDING CASES: 1. REALISTIC 
FIGURES ON APPROVED CASES WITH DATE OF APPROVAL ARE IMPOSSIBLE TO 
OBTAIN SINCE IN MOST CASES INFO COMES TO EMBASSY'S ATTENTION 
WHEN INDIVIDUAL APPLICANTS APPEAR IN CONSULAR SECTION WITH PASS- 
PORTS. 2. WE COULD SUPPLY TOTAL NUMBERS FOR EACH CATEGORY ON 
REP LIST AND NUMBER OF CASES RESOLVED IN EACH CATEGORY SINCE 
JULY 1977 LIST PRESENTED, WITH A MONTH. 3. ACCURATE DATA ON 
CASES INELIGIBLE UNDER U.S. LAW CANNOT BE SUPPLIED WITHOUT A 
REVIEW OF EVERY FILE AND EXTENSIVE REINTERVIEWS OF ADULT FAMILY 
MEMBERS, AND THUS WITHOUT TDY CONSULAR PERSONNEL. 4. ASSUMING 
REFERENCE IS TO INCOMPLETE U.S. DOCUMENTATION, ACCURATE DATA IS, 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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SIMILARLY, IMPOSSIBLE TO SUPPLY WITHOUT REVIEW OF EACH FILE AND 
THERE A SHOT OF TDY PERSONNEL. (FYI: MISSING DOCUMENTS 
ARE GENERALLY VALID AFFIDAVITS OF SUPPORT, AND WE USE JUDGEMENT 
IN APPLYING REQUIREMENTS FOR APPLICANTS WHO HAVE PASSPORTS AND 
EXIT VISAS DUE TO EXPIRE SOON. END FYI.) 

~(2) DATA ON CASES RESOLVED WITHIN QUARTER CAN BE SUPPLIED 
WITHIN A MONTH. ASSUMING "THIRD COUNTRY PROCESSING INITIATED" IS 
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CHANGED TO "BUCHAREST TCP PROCESSING COMPLETED," E.G. APPLICANTS 
LEFT FOR ITALY. 

~(3) REALISTIC DATA ON TOTAL NUMBER OF CASES RECEIVING DE- 
PARTURE APPROVAL WITHIN LAST QUARTER IS AN IMPOSSIBLE TO OBTAIN 
AS 1(1) DATA ON APPROVED CASES WITH DATES OF APPROVAL, SINCE 
IT COMES TO US IN SAME UNSYSTEMATIC FORM, FROM APPLICANTS 
APPEARING AT EMBASSY WITH PASSPORTS. 

8. DETAILED STATEMENT ON EACH PENDING EMIGRATION CASE, LIKE 
DATA ON INELIGIBILITIES AND INCOMPLETE DOCUMENTATION, CAN 
ONLY BE SUPPLIED AFTER REVIEW OF OVER 800 RPT 800 FILES ON 
ESTIMATED 2500 RPT 2500 PERSONS AND VERY EXTENSIVE REINTERVIEWING, 
I.E. AFTER MASSIVE INFLUX OF TDY PERSONNEL, OR COMPLETE BREAK- 
DOWN OF OUR CONSULAR OPERATIONS WHILE SECTION DRAWS UP THE 
REPORT, DEPENDING ON YOUR PRIORITIES. IN ADDITION, SINCE ALL 
CATEGORIES OF INFORMATION REQUESTED EXCEPT DATE REPRESENTA- 
TION MADE COME FROM APPLICANTS, ALMOST ALL INFORMATION CAN BE 
OUT OF DATE ALMOST IMMEDIATELY. 

9. LEST WE SEEM OVERLY BEARISH. HOWEVER, IT ALSO SEEMS TO US 
TRUE THAT THE INSTRUMENT EXISTS FOR GIVING THE COMMITTEE WHAT 
IT NEEDS IN A FORM IT CAN USE EFFECTIVELY: THE REPRESENTATION 
LIST, TAKEN TOGETHER WITH MONTHLY REPORT ON DIVIDED FAMILIES, 
BEEFED UP WITH ADDITIONAL INFORMATION, AND SUPPLEMENTED BY STEADY 
USE OF THE TELEGRAPHIC H-PASS SYSTEM TO KEEP THE CONGRESS 
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INFORMED OF CHANGES. ADMITTEDLY. THIS MIGHT REQUIRE SOME 
SYSTEMATIZATION AND CENTRALIZATION ON THE CONGRESSIONAL SIDE TOO, 
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BUT EVEN THAT MIGHT NOT BE UNWELCOME. STILL, FOR CONGRESSIONAL 
STATUS INFORMATION PURPOSES THE USEFULNESS OF A QUARTERLY REPORT 
IS BOUND TO BE SERIOUSLY VITIATED UNLESS CHANGES CAN BE FED IN 
BY SOMETHING LIKE H PASS. 

-PRESENT REPRESENTATION LIST INCLUDES NAMES OF PRINCIPAL 
APPLICANTS, NUMBERS OF INDIVIDUALS IN FAMILY WITH DATE AND PLACE 
OF BIRTH, ROMANIAN ADDRESS, AND STATUS AT TIME LIST COMPILED. 

STATUS NOTATION INDICATES WHETHERE UNABLE TO APPLY FOR PASSPORT, 
WHETHER APPLIED AND NO REPLY RECEIVED, OR WHETHER REQUEST FOR 
PASSPORT REFUSED. LIST ALSO INDICATES WHETHER NAMES APPEARED 
ON PREVIOUS REPRESENTATION LISTS. 

-WITH PERHAPS A LITTLE HELP FROM TDY PERSONNEL, WE CAN ADD 
FOLLOWING INFO ON LIST: (A) DATE APPLICANT ALLEGES HE 
ATTEMPTED TO APPLY OR APPLIED FOR PASSPORT, (B) DATES WHEN RE- 
PRESENTATIONS WERE MADE, AND (C) DATE AND MANNER IN WHICH CASES 
RESOLVED, FROM USG POINT OF VIEW, WHEN THEY WERE IN FACT RESOLVED. 

ON A SPOT BASIS, AS INFORMATION COMES, IN, WE CAN ALSO NOTE 
CASES WHICH HAVE NOT RECEIVED PASSPORTS WITHIN THREE MONTHS OF 
RECEIPT OF DEPARTURE APPROVAL (VERY FEW) AND CASES WHICH HAVE 
NOT RECEIVED DEPARTURE APPROVAL WITHIN TWO MONTHS OF A U.S. 
REPRESENTATION (MOST). 

-WE WOULD ALSO LIKE TO GET A HANDLE ON HARASSMENT, BUT BELIEVE 
THE MOST PRACTICABLE AND USEFUL WAY TO DO SO IS TO FURNISH A 
DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF ROMANIAN PROCEDURES AND NORMAL PRACTICES 
IN THE GENERAL INTRODUCTION AND TO DOCUMENT PARTICULAR CASES OF 
HARDSHIP OR HARASSMENT IN THE ANNOTATED REPRESENTATION LIST AS 
THE INFORMATION COMES IN. ONCE AGAIN, IT IS NOT POSSIBLE TO 
SUPPLY HARASSMENT INFO ON A SYSTEMATIC AND COMPREHENSIVE BASIS, 
BOTH BECAUSE HARASSMENT IS HARD TO DEFINE SATISFACTORILY AND
